Ee requested that anyone 
interested in mailing use of the radio frequency information advise 
him now as to whether the proposed card plan was satisfactory 
for their requirements. 

Ee reported also that in spite of the open-ended 
tone of the CIA reply to ODM of 29 July 1955 (which was discussed 
at the previous meeting of this Committee}/ wldeh"ihtended to leave 
the way open for further negotiations for a Joint effort in filing 
information on both foreign and domestic radio frequency usage, 
the Office of Defense Mobilisation is” proceeding with its planning 
for a separate machi ne installa tion for recording l?« S. frequency 
usage. He said that intends to discuss this matter 

with 0££1 with a view to determine whether joint responsibility 
and co-location of facilities might not be feasible.
